Day of teal, i in the Year of our 
LorD 1744 Firſt, My Will and Deſire is, that 
I may be buried at Blenheim, near the Body 
of my Dear Husband Fohn, late Duke of 
Marlborough ; and if 1 die before his Body 
is removed thither, I deſire Francis, Earl 
Godolphin, to direct the ſame to be removed 
to Blenheim aforeſaid, as was always in- 

tended. 1 

And I direct, that my Funeral may be 
private, and with no more Expence than De- 
cency requires. And I direct, that no Mourn- 
ing be given to any other Perſons, except to 
B ſuch

| ſuch of my Servants who ſhall attend at my 


Funeral.
